Miss Wurmbrand was 
one of the five survivors rescued 
by the “Bulbul” which followed the 
“Mefkure.” 

According to a cable to John 
W. Pehle in Washington from Ira 
Hirschmann, War Refugee Board 
representatives in Turkey, the five 
survivors of the “Mefkure” stated 
that the ship was approached by 
three surface crafts near midnight 
August 5. The boats were barges, 
about the length of two railroad 
cars, and armed with machine guns 
and cannons. The boats fired 
both cannons and machine guns at 
the “Mefkure.” One of the first 
shots exploded the machinery in 
the machine room and the ship was 
set aflame by incendiary bullets.

whose brushes, mortars, T squares 
are the foundation of that busi- 
ness or Art called the Motion Pic- 
ture. Such a one is Maurice Seid- 
erman, make-up man. 

His was the hand that created 
“Citizen Kane,” the fingers that 
etched Orson Wells from a hand- 


Seiderman wizardry that he will 
have none other for make-up on 
his pictures. As one “genius” for 
another, it was Wells who cham- 
ra Seiderman’s cause until 
the local union gave the make-up 
man top rating in the profession 
where he had been pigteonholed as 
an apprentice. 

Renectnly Seiderman was “dis- 
covered” by the Saturday Evening 
Post. He had devised a horror 
mask—a_ Frankenstein-Dracula 
affair which can be donned by an 
actor in thirty minutes. The old 
method required four hours each 
day, an additional three weeks of 
production time to the budget of 
a picture. His method is a plastic 
latex which he first models, then 
molds under pressure. The face is 
divided into sections, and the mask 
is put on piece by piece. It fits 
perfectly, has natural skin pore 
texture, and there are no false 
edges. Horror hands are made in 
the same way with all the defects 
of the gnarled bones worked into 
a glove and simply pulled on by 3 
the actor. = 

Seiderman learned his profes- 
sion the hard way. Began his 
training in Russia under the tute- 
lage of his father, a wig-maker 
like Max Factor. At the age of 
seven the boy, Maurice, was ap- 
prenticed to a branch of the Mos- 
cow Art Theatre. The first two TUCKER___ 
years of training he spent in FREIGHT LINES 
sweeping out the theatre—and Inc. 
observing. Make-up men had to 
study everything, even the chem- 
istry of cosmetics. One could not 
g0 to a store to buy those; they 
had to be prepared in the theatre. 
So the boy’s interest in chemistry 
was awakened. Today he has his 
own chemi-plastic laboratory in 
Holly wood.

Florence Synagogue, 
Italy’s Largest, Ruined

FLORENCE—The last deliber- 
ate act of destruction committed 
by the Germans before they aban- 
doned this city was the wrecking 
of the main synagogue, the largest 
in Italy. 

The task of ruining the edifice 
was assigned by the German com- 
mander to a special demolition 
squad consisting of German sol- 
diers and Mussolini followers. The 
explosives completely gitted the 
interior of the building, wrecking 
the pulpit and the colonnades along 
the sides and shattering the bal- 
conies. The synagogue is so 
wrecked that the interior will have 
to be completely rebuilt at the cost 
of thousands of dollars. Florence’s 
second synagogue remained un- 
touched. 

A young Canadian Jewish army 
sergeant of an engineering unit 
was the first to report the wreck- 
ing of the synagogue to the au- 
thorities. While in the building. 
he removed several unexploded 
charges, but others are believed 
to be still on the premises, and 
the correspondent of the Jewish 
Telegraphic Agency inspecting the 
building was warned to tread easy. 

The Germans also gutted the 
adjacent offices of the Jewish com- 
munity. The files and community 
records are hopelessly jumbled up 
and defaced, covering the floor of 
the office knee-high.

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A Morning's Correspondence 

I received a letter in the mail 
today. The envelope is stamped 
Hollywood, Cal. The letter inside 
‘iis a piece of lined paper folded 
once. When I open it, the letter 
‘is easier to read than most. Across 
the page in large red crayon letters 
are scrawled the words, “Kill All 
The Jews.” 

How bold and defiant this idea 
looks in red crayon! Yet how 
cringing is the writer. He is not 
on the envelope, nor on the sheet 
of paper. He is as invisible as 
bacteria. I look at the communica- 
tion: and wonder that anyone so 
violent as this writer should be 
' eontent to remain so anonymous. 

The letter grins back at my 
wonder. There is one calling in 
which greatness and anonymity 
are buddies—murder. The sheet 
of paper I hold is not a letter, but 
acrime. The red crayon is blood 
spilling. The large bold letters 
are made by a hand that wielded a 
knife. And the missing signature 
is not cowardice. It is the murder- 
er triumphantly leaving the scene 
of his crime without dropping a 
clue. 

This little Jew-killer with the 
red artist’s crayon walks the 
‘streets of Hollywood full of gloat 
this morning. He committed the 
‘perfect crime. With his red cray- 
on he slew me. He sees me open- 
ing the letter, staring at the red 
words as if they were the point of 
a dripping dagger. Then the dag- 
ger words sink into my heart and 
I topple to the floor. 

And in this game of murder 
played by me and this little Jew- 
killer, there is another joy—for 

him. It is the joy of the unended

crime. I am not actually dead. I 
did not actually topple to the fioor. 
Thus he relives the arrival of his 
letter on a more realistic level. 
What happened, he thinks, was 
that I merely sank into a chair, 
overcome with terror. I know now 
there is a man in Hollywood out 
to kill all the Jews. How clever 
he was, my little murderer beams, 
not to have signed his name. For 
had he signed his name I would 
know who he was and be afraid 
only of him. Now I do not know 
who he is—so I am afraid of 
everybody. I sit frightened, think- 
ing he may be this man or that 
man, that face in the crowd, that 
smile on the corner. My fears en- 
large him. He is everybody. He 
can go around feeling himself a 
mob. 


He has enjoyed my death and 
my terror. Now there is a third 
pleasure for him. He enjoys my 
rage. I most certainly will want 
to have him arrested. He has really 
committed a crime—not the mys- 
tic crime of murder, but of using 
the mails to threaten. At this point 
my little Nemesis chuckles with 
sheer delight. The Jews are all- 
powerful, he thinks, but with all 
their power they cannot lay their 
hands on him. He has baffled all 
the Jews. He has outwitted them. 
And the police, too. And all 
society. He is a brainy fellow and 
he glitters with satisfaction. When 
he comes home tonight from the 
movie studio in which he works 
with his artist’s crayon—a studio 
likely run by a Jew—he will be 
kittenish with his wife and give 
his son an extra quarter and order 
ice cream for dessert. But to- 
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morrow morning when he wakes 
up, all these pleasures will be 
gone. He will remember I am 
still alive, still flourishing. He 
will lie thinking that I probably 
tore his letter up and threw it in 
the waste basket and called him 
some derogatory name. His anger 
against me will seem a powerless 
thing. His whole crime will seem 
to him silly, misdirected, footling. 
He will growl, feel a pain in his 
stomach and go to work with the 
scowl of an embittered and defeat- 
ed man. 


I answer the letter of my little 
Jew-killer: 

“Tormented little man who finds 
relaxation in murder fantasies, the 
Jews will not cure you. Look 
around you with your glittering 
eyes—there are three million 
Jews already murdered in Europe 
—and do you feel any better? 
Millions more will die in the lime 
kilns and gas chambers operated 
by your friends, the Germans, and 
will you then be any better off? 
No. Your little stomach ulcer will 
burn as miserably as when all the 
Jews were alive. A _ little hot 
Roman candle will continue to go 
off in your head. Your taxes will 
be just as high, your libido just 
as low. Dear sir do not misunder- 
stand me. I do not ask you to 
stop killing all the Jews with your 
little red crayon, because that 
would be foolish of me. We both 
know whom you wowld start kill- 
ing then—yourself. And, though 
1 think it a much more sensible 
way for you to be rid of your 
troubles, you are not exactly a 
creature of sense—and my good 
advice would be wasted on you. 
Still, if a sensible mood should 
ever take hold of you and send 
you to the attic with a strong 
piece of rope—before you hang 
yourself, write me again. I shall 
be pleased to hear from you—yet 
not too pleased. For I, too, know 
how cruel a place the world is.” 


An Anti-Semite Of More Charm 

Not all anti-Semites write in red 
crayon. Many of them write in 
fine ink, Monsieur Voltaire, for 
instance. Monsieur Voltaire does 
not come in my mail. He stands 
on my bookshelf with all his elec- 
tric sentences alive between covers. 
That sparkling grin! I know it 
well. I almost grin back. ‘Down 
with the wretched little Jews,” 
Monsieur Voltaire cries, and I stop 
grinning. 

The red crayon letter is in the 
wastebasket. Monsieur Voltaire is 
open on my desk. He is much 
more articulate than my corres- 
pondent from Hollywood. He de- 
presses me much more. Perhaps 
this is because I am more sensitive 
to crimes of the intellect than to 
those of the body. They are more 
dangerous—because they are more 
lasting. 

Jew hatred was the odd hobby 
of this Prince of Reason—Voltaire 
—just as a great detective might 
practice murder on the side. He 
was the first witty friend of ration- 
al behavior produced by the Chris- 
tians. No more engaging cries for 
tolerance, for justice, and for an 
end to irration ever have been 
uttered by a friend of man. Yet 
this ornament to reason, this glow- 
ing brain, had, as a sideline, one 
of the most bumptious hatreds of 
the Jew to be found in literature. 

It is not Jew hatred that ever 
depresses me. There are many 
writers whom I would not have 
without it. There are many minds 
by whom it is an honor to be dis- 
liked, and a victory to be hated. 
This is not true of Voltaire. To 
find such a hatred in him is to feel 
doubly its sting—the sting of be- 
ing hated by a nearly fine fellow 


and the sting of having to answer 
back, of having to treat as an 
enemy someone who has nearly 
all the charms of a friend. 

Monsieur Voltaire was one who 
enriched the world. It is for this 
reason that when I look at him 
I feel a sadness peculiar to Jews. 
It is unprofitable for the Jew to 
look at history’s heroes or phil- 
osophers—without skipping a little. 
He is apt, if he looks intently, to 
see only monsters. The corner of 
civilization he occupies is usually 
running with his blood and loud 
with his libel, and never looks to 
him like civilization at all. Men 
who are saints to other eyes are 
often horned devils to his. Behind 
their white plumes, their wit and 
benevolence, they have but a single 
face to offer the Jew—the grimace 
of hate. 

It is no pleasure to say of so fine 
a fellow as Voltaire that he is a 
fouler enemy of the Jews than the 
murderous German of today. It 
is like reporting of a great beauty 
who dazzles your eyes that she is 
not so pleasant an effect on your 
nose. Ah, this extra nose that the 
Jew carries! It is an organ out 
of which he gets little delight and 
much inconvenience. What he 
would embrace passionately as a 
man of the world, is sniffed at by 
this secondary proboscis and 
found to reek of aversion for the 
Jew. He may continue his em- 
brace, despite this depressing odor, 
but it is the embrace of a lover 
whose heart must overlook more 
than it holds. 

My letter to the little Jew-killer 
with his red crayon was briefer 
than the answer Monsieur Voltaire 
inspires in me; for this fearsome 
and anonymous little fellow from 
Hollywood was a harmless one— 
even though he might end up 
breaking Jewish heads in some 
studio. He would break only a 
few Jewish heads and land in jail, 
his crimes forever at an end. 

Monsieur Voltaire has never 
stopped breaking Jewish heads and 
as long as paper endures, he never 
will. Nor will he ever be dragged 
off, his own head’ bowed in dis- 
grace, to any hoosegow. He will 
remain grinning securely on his 
pedestal. 

To boot, Voltaire is not only 
yesterday, but today, and the finest 
part of today. He is the great 
grandfather of Bernard Shaw, 
Anatole’ France, Schopenhauer, 
Mencken, Nietzsche, H. G. Wells, 
and all the big and little champ- 
ions of rationality. No man in our 
time speaks and writes of a sane 
world but he quotes Voltaire. He 
is the smiling ghost who presides 
over our gatherings where com- 
panionable understanding of life 
is sole credential. From these 
gatherings emanates civilization. 
And among these gatherings of 
our most polished and thoughtful 
citizens we find, as in the brain 
pan of Voltaire—the same gibbet 
for the Jew; a gibbet all the more 
shocking because it stands in so 
fair a territory. 

I shall address myself later in 
more contemporaneous detail to 
these “civilization makers’’ who 
persist in keeping the Jew dang- 
ling over their feast of reason. 
But here in my answer to Voltaire 
are a few generalities that fit them 


as rightly as they do Voltaire, 
dead two hundred years. The Jew 
has changed since the time of 


Barbarossa. But not his enemies. 
Folly survives by not changing. 


The Case Against Voltaire 

During Voltaire’s life many 
pamphlets were written bringing 
to light the sorry little fact that 
he had lost twenty-five thousand 
frances through the bankruptcy of 





a London Jew named Medina, 
Another Voltairean tragedy yp. 
covered by the pamphleteers was 
that the great philosopher haq 
been worsted in a legal battle with 
a German Jewish lapidary named 
Hirsch. A number of eminent 
witnesses, among them Frederick 
the Great, had brought proof that 
the brilliant French philosopher 
had swindled the little Jewish gem 
setter. The burden of these pham-. 
phlet rebuttals was that Messer 
Medina and Hirsch were respons. 
ible for warping the philosopher's 
mind into anti-Semitism? 

A number of these pamphlets 
attacking Voltaire for his anti-- 
Semitism were written by German 
Catholic priests who signed them 
with Jewish names. Nothing jn 
Voltaire’s writing is as ironical as 
the spectacle of these German 
priests rushing to the defense 
the beleaguered Semite—the a on 
priests who had driven the Jews 
out of Germany and _ tormented 
them with libel and murder. The 
irony is not so much that these 
monks came to the rescue of Jews, 
but that these same long-standing 
Jew-haters saw in the philosopher’s 
anti-Semitism a stain on reason, a 
stigma worthy of moral rage, 
Good God, how can minds go 
crooked put pens to paper! 

Voltaire stewed a great deal 
over this situation. But he was a 
shrewd philosophical pot and he 
elected not to answer the priestly 
kettle—on these points. The great 
humanist, accused of inhumanity 
by the busiest practitioners of in- 
humanity in Europe, packed up 
his ironies and moved to other 
fronts. One pauses to ask: He who 
attacked all bigots, did he wonder 
if his Jew-hatred was bigotry? 
He who belabored the clumsy 
mind of Europe for bringing in- 
justice and suffering to people, 
did he pause to figure whether his 
own clumsy calumnies of the Jews 
might bring them another pogrom 
or two (as they did)? How could 
a man who posed, not as angel, 
friend of God, confidant of Heaven 
—but simply as a friend of man 
—how could such a one practise 
reason by despising stupidly and 
illogically the Jews? Where, in 
God’s name, was his reason? 

The answer to all these queries 
is, he did not wonder, figure, 
pause, or fret. He continued to be 
what he was—what all men are 
a proof of the fact that the 
unreasonable part of the mind is 
eternally divorced from all rea- 
son. Just as there are oases in 
the driest of heads, there are 
trackless deserts in the most verd- 
ant of skulls.

Fools Grasp At Straws, 
Philosophers At Flaws 
The theory that Voltaire’s anti- 
Jewish crusades were the product 
of small personal wounds rather 
than Olympian cogitation continu- 
ed to fill the journals of Europe 
for the rest of his life. It was 4 
logical enough scandal and it satis- 
fied the Jews. Anti-Semitism is 
often based on this sort of revenge 
motif. In denouncing some thir- 
teen million Jews as crooked and 
despicable, the accuser is able to 
conceal the fact from himself (and 
others, he hopes) that he was, 
perhaps, worsted by a single su- 
perior individual or embarrassed 
by a lone Semite. His defeat be- 
comes then a defeat at the hands 
of an army and not a duellist.

a population of 13,500, yet ac- 
cording to the most liberal esti- 
mates of people locally who should 
know, not more than 10,000 Jews, 
if that many, live here. There 
is no question about it, the Jewish 
communities all should make these 
surveys and censuses. They can 
avert serious errors in almost all 
phases of community work. Seat- 
tle, Wash., and Miami, Fla., are 
the two latest Jewish communities 
to announce such censuses.

In this connection, here is an 
item I read in “The Center Meno- 
rah” of the Jewish Community 
Center of Knoxville, Tenn., about 
the census conducted in their 
city. “After making a survey of 
the entire local Jewish Commun- 
ity, the Center totaled every man, 
woman and child in the local area 
and found that we have only 556 
Jewish members in the entire com- 
munity in the first official census 
taken in the community several 
years. For many years, the major- 
ity of community leaders had 
placed the Jewish population of 
the city from 750 to 900 persons. 
To these leaders, the small grand 
total of Knoxville Jews seemed al- 
most unbelievable.”

The theory that religion in order 
to win back the loyalty of the 
people must tackle the problems 
of the people, is been implemented 
in at least one phase by at least 
two Indianapolis congregations.

_. Well, it was done. The press and the nation patted each other 
on the back. The national Jewish organizations were pleased with 
themselves. Even Samuel Grafton, the New York Post and P. M. 
were happy for once. The United States of America had taken 
one thousand refugees and brought them to its shores, permitted 
them to live in reservations, stressed that their barrack accomodations 
The world’s greatest, most powerful, and 
richest country had doné its bit. And everyone was most satisfied. 

But think again. Is it not disgraceful? The whole business, 
beginning with the mockery of the number admitted, after such a long 
struggle ending with the orgy of self-adulation that followed the 
arrival of the one thousand to Oswego. That we, in the year 1944, 
found room for only one thousand men, women and children, is a 
fact worthy of considerable thought. 

What exactly does one thousand mean? It is some 12 times less 
than the number of people that can get into Madison Square Garden 
_ or Radio City Music Hall. It is the about the number of people who 

live in a large New York apartment house. It is a fraction of the 
number of people who visit Coney Islad on Sunday and it is almost 
exactly the complement of your neighborhood cinema! 

Does the beau geste seem less significant now? The throwing 
open of the doors of America appears, in the light of such compari- 
sons, to be more akin to slamming the doors. Because one thousand 
people, more or less, from Europe’s hell hole doesn’t really mean 





- anything and is not even a very potent scouring powder for the 


American conscience. The newsreels all last week, throughout the 
country, showed pictures of the happy refugees. One might have 
gathered, from the accompanying commentary that there were at 
least ten times their number in the cold, barren looking barracks to 
which they came with such joy. 

And now Oswego has been put to shame. 

Small, neutral Sweden which has resolutely kept itself out of the 
struggle to free the world of the Nazi menace. which kas not shouted 
out its defiance of German tyranny, which did not conceive and 
publicize the Four Freedoms has made the niggardly gesture of 
America look even more unimportant and insignificant than it is. 

For Sweden, still facing a German threat, has announced that it 
is willing to admit ten thousand Jewish children from Hungary. What 
price now our statements and protests and pronouncements and threats ? 
And that is not all. In the same governmental announcement, Sweden 
indicated that she was ready to give protection to those Hungarian 
Jews with relatives or “business interests” in Sweden. And the 
International Red Cross has already been asked to arrange for the 
transportation of the children. All of this, mind you, done as soon as 
Regent Horthy made known that Hungary would release Jewish 
children equipped with visas for Palestine, neutral countries and 
other lands. ~ 

But Sweden has done her share of protest too. King Gustav 
appealed to Horthy, the Swedish press took up the clamour and 
made it ring loud and long. There were statements and protests and 
demonstrations in Stockholm too. All that and ACTION, too! 

And Sweden had done it before. Or has the gallant and com- 
passionate participation of the Swedish people when their little 
country opened its door to hundreds of harried Danish Jews facing 
death and torture been forgotten? It was not so long ago. Even 
then it should have made the leaders of this nation hang their heads 
in shame. It did not succeed, evidently, in impressing any one except 
‘the Hadassah and the Jewish National Fund. Because when the 
issue of “Free Ports’? came to a head, and public pressure demanded 
that haven be given here to those Jews who still lived and could be 
taken out of Nazi held lands—what was the result? The cruel joke 
of Oswego. 

The Hungarian attempt to whitewash heinous crimes and murder wita 
a belated show of humanity should have been the signal for this country 
to offer to take in every one of those wretched, orphaned children. 
America—with its tradition of warmth and hospitality and generosity-— 
should have come forth with proposals from a million households offer - 
ing to take those children into their homes. What are the obstacles? 

Immigration quotas? Fear that these children will be a burden to 
the United States of America? Lack of transportation? 

Go ahead, try to answer these questions? And while you are trying, 
imagine that these had been your children—whom no one in the world 
lifted a finger to help if it meant the slightest difficulty or embarrass 
ment. 

As Great Britain stands accused forever of virtual murder by not un- 
locking the doors of Pa'estine in the face of the cruelest catastrophe in 
Jewish history, so now America stands guilty beside her. 

And Sweden—neutral, harrassed Sweden—redeemed the honor of this 
generation by her acts—Oswego has been made an empty inconsiderate 
jest by Sweden’s instant, impulsive, sincere action. 

But it is not over yet. The horror that is Germany still holds sway 
over the life and death of thausands of Jews. And Nazi satellites, wav- 
ering in their fidelity to a losing power, may sti'l be persuaded to re- 
lease their Jews. Oswego has not ended the rescue program, despit2 
congratulatory editorials and news stories. 

‘Letters to Congressmen, Senators, to newspapers can still be sent de- 
manding that this country do something before it is too late. These 
are not shipments of whiskey we are haggling over. They are lives. 

If there is a ship afloat on theAtlantic that can carry a cargo of life. 
if there is a home in America that can take a child (or its parents,) if 

there is ‘@ do!lar that can buy clothing and food and pay for transporte - 
tion, then it must be done. 

If not, then at least, the grace of silence. At least, let us not crow 
like the famed ceck atop his dunghill that we have awoken the sun!

Washington-Anti-Semetic litera- 
ture is being passed around within 
the court room holding the famous 
Sedition trial here. One of the 
lawyers—With a grin on his face 
_recently handed the Associated 
Press reporter a sample. 

It was a postcard-sized sheet 
with a drawing on one side of 
two figures. One has an elk’s head 
and the other is a hook-nosed 
hearded man. The animal-like 
figure asks, “Are you an Elk?” 
and gets the reply, “Sh-hh! No, 
I'ma Jew.” It advises the reader 
to turn over. The other side has 
fifteen lines of print calling “Jew- 
ish tra” all the evils since time 
in memorium. “Will we stand by 
till we’re crowded out of our own 
land? . Or—will we fight this 
enemy Within our gates—the 
greatest enemy America ever 
had?” it concludes. And in bold 
type at the bottom: “ALL JEWS 
must be deported—or exterminat- 
ed.” 

The newspaperman turned the 
sheet over to the government pro- 
ecutors. There was little, how- 
ever, that they could do except to 
try to prevent further distribution 
of such material in court. 


Anti-Semitic Literature Makes Rounds 
At Sedition Trial; Recess Till Sept. 5 





DEFENDANT WOULD PUSH JEWS 
OF LOS ANGELES INTO OCEAN 


Washington (JTA)—A letter 
from defendant Frank W. Clark, 
chairman of the National Liberty 
Party, revealing that his organiza- 
tion planned to provoke a civil 
war against the Jews was among 
the 160 exhibits admitted in evi- 
dence at the mass sedition trial. 
The documents were seized, ac- 
cording to government testimony, 
by the F. B. I. at Bund head- 
quarters in Los Angeles. 


Clark wrote in a series of letters 
to L. Frey, secretary of the west- 
ern states convention of the anti- 
Communist Federation: “You 
people of Los Angeles have over 
70,000 Jews to deal with and twice 
as many Communists, and the 
Pacific Ocean is a pretty good 
place for them to start swimming 
or go down.” 

The defendant predicted that 
“before the battle is over, we will 
have cleaned up and cleaned out 
this thing we call government, 
having driven all enemies into the 
Pacific and Atlantic Oceans—or 


else bury them here, as we cannot 
deport them, as we have finally 
found out in the twenty years 
struggle for immigrant legisla- 
tion.” 


Other documents showed simi- 
lar sentiments on the part of other 
defendants. A document bearing 
the signature of Robert E. Ed- 
mondson, another of those on trial 
for conspiring to incite the armed 
forces to disloyalty and mutiny, 
listed Jewish names of reserve 
officers who were called out at 
Fort Dix, N. J., in 1938 for active 
duty as instructors of 2,000 citi- 
zen military training corps stu- 
dents. Edmondson commented: 
“Fine American names in_ the 
United States Army—which may 
be called upon to shoot down 
patriotic vigilantes trying to res- 
cue, the Republic from Jewish 
Communism.” He added: “Did 
Germany’s Hitler stand for that? 
No. He disfranchised the Jews. 
And Mussolini is now evidently 
following in his footsteps.”

acute vision. He may have 
brought into his writing some 
slight corroborative distaste for 
Jews fetched out of his non-liter- 
ary hours—but even this I doubt. 


The blind spot in Voltaire’s 
philosophy came, not out of a bad 
heart seeking vengeance, but out 
of bad thinking. He was a bad 
scholar and a good wit—a com- 
bination that usually makes for 
major errors. Voltaire attacked 
Jews as an ancient idea and not a 
living people. Very like the Ger- 
mans of today, he saw the great 
sin of the Jews to be that they 
were responsible for Christianity. 
But he was even more illiterate 
than the Germans. He had not 
the faintest inkling of what the 
Jews, as an idea, really were. The 
significance of prophets of Israel 
never occurred to him. All that 
occurred to Voltaire was that the 
Jew was a caricature easy to wave 
at the Christian for the embar- 
tassment of the latter. The Catho- 
lies understood this. They saw 
in Vokpiive’s attack on the Jews 
something much more dangerous 
than had inspired their own at- 
tacks on the Jews. The philosopher 
“as exposing their own roots to 
ridicule. It was this knowledge 
that brought the priests to the 
defense of the Jews—via their 
anonymous pamphlets. History is 
filled with such pro-Jewish atti- 
tudes as theirs. Burn the Jew, but

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think not out of proportion for a 
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To write of Jews, as Voltaire 


did, as if they were living charac- 
ters out of the old Testament, is 
much the same as to write of 
Englishmen as if they were still 
Druid fanciers overrunning the 
world in coats of blue paint. He 
knew better, but it served his ends 
to know less. He denounced living 
Jews, and his mind remained fast- 
ened—none too brightly—on dead 
ones. The injustice of this trick 
could not have escaped him. But 
it did not halt him. No less. than 
Torquemada, whom he detested, 
he was willing to sacrifice human- 
ity in order to arrive at a convic- 
tion. 

The Jew, along with his neigh- 
bors, has outgrown the abortive 
doings of his Biblical ancestors. 
He is no more related to the homi- 
cides of David or the harems of 
Solomon than is the modern 
Frenchman to the mysticisms of 
the Knights Templars. Jewishness, 
as a faith, is the survival of an 
ancient collection of fairy tales. 
But even in this, the Jew is no 
separate and archaic figure. What 
is good in these fairy tales has 
been appropriated by the world. 
The heroes of these fairy tales 
are the heroes of Christendom, 
and the absurdities in those tales 
are as much gospel to the anti- 
Semite as to the Semite. There 
is no abnormality to be found in 
the Jew’s religion that is not shar- 
ed (and increased) by all his 
enemies. 

But Voltaire had no interest in 
the existence of Jews. They were 
a step in his logic, a ready-made 
joke for his wit—nothing more. 
This species of aloof anti-Semite 
is a more potent trouble-maker 
than his club-swinging co-worker 
in the market-place. He preserves 
the Jew like a patriarch in amber, 
and peoples the world with He- 
braic fossils. He keeps alive the 
eye for an eye and tooth for a 
tooth cries of the Old Testament 
as if they were the breakfast talk 
of Jews in Paris, London, and 
New York. The Jew has not been 
in a position to collect eye for eye 
and tooth for tooth for almost 
two thousand years. Such bargain- 


ing has been practised usuriously 
by every people in the world ex- 
cept the Jews. Yet it is the Jews 
who are indicted by Voltaire as 
vengeful folk. He is not interest- 
ed in any changes the Jews may 
have undergone in the eighteen 
centuries since the Cross was 
reared on which they were to be 
crucified for ages. He was con- 
cerned, noble mind, with what he 
called a philosophical dictionary. 
That less noble minds than his 
seized on his ideas and saw in 
them proof of the abominableness 
of the living Jew rather than of 
the occasional chicaneries of long 
dead tribal chiefs, probably struck 
Voltaire as one of the hazards of 
being a philosopher. 

He would have been more Vol- 
taire had he seen it as one of the 
hazards of being a Jew. The 
stones this most philosophical of 
men threw at David, Saul, and 
Solomon are still bouncing on the 
heads of Jews more or less alive 
in Europe.’

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RABBI SHAPIRO WRITES THIRD 
LETTER IN DEFENSE OF POSITION 


‘To the editor. 


Rabbi Goldberg takes exception 
to my attempt to elevate Judaisin 
at the expense of Christianity. '; 
this also a crime for rabbi? Do 
Christians hesitate to affirm the 
superiority of their faith over 
Judaism? Even so great and li- 
beral a thinker as Reinhold Nie- 
buhr,one of the few men of our 
generation who understands the 
old Testament, and a _ devoted 
friend of the Jewish people, has 
no compunctions about assertiny 
the superiority of his religion. 
Must we forever be the timid ones 
who are afraid to open their 
mouths lest they offend the powers 
that be? Nevertheless, for the re- 
cord’s sake, let me state that in 
my letter I made no attempts at 
evaluation. I simply pointed out 
some of the fundamental diffe-- 
ences between Judaism and Christ- 
ianity. I didn’t use the term jtag- 
an in a derogatory sense. There 
is no ignominy implied in speak- 
ing of Socrates and Plato as pag 
an philosophers. 

However, although Rabbi Gold- 
berg is so catholic a spirit that he 
cannot endure with equanimity 
what he regards as a slur against 
other faiths, he nevertheless can- 
not escape affirming that the Jew- 
ish estimate of man is more elc- 
vated than the Christian. At least 
I get the impression from his 
words that he regards the Jewish 
estimate as more noble. But Rabbi 
Goldberg fails to see that precisely 
in this aspect of Christian philo- 
sophy do pagan influences betray 
themselves. In its doctrine of evil, 
Christianity has borrowed heavily 
from pagan dualism, where the 
principalities of evil are arrayed 
against the powers of good in ever- 
lasting combat. The doctrines of 
Original Sin, of the Devil as the 
god of this world, of the flesh as 
inherently evil, all originated not 
in Jewish, but in pagan thought. 
See Kohler, Jewish Theology, pp. 
195--96. 

At this juncture, I should like ic 
point out that Rabbi Goldberg's 
statement that the Talmudic sages 
called the Gentile peoples who pro- 
fessed Christianity ‘“akkum” is 
altogether erroneous. The term 
“akkum” which is supposed to be 
the combination of the initials of 
the Hebrew phrase for idol-wor- 
shippers was invented by Christian 
censors of the 15th century to re- 
place the words “goi” os “nokhri” 
which they thought might be taken 
to mean Christians. Needless to 
say these latter terms refer in 
Talmudic legislation not to civil- 
ized people but to barbarian hea- 
thens. See Nahmanides, Novel- 
lae to Makkoth 9a and RYTBA. 
ibid. Rabbi Goldberg ought to 
know that during the Talmudic era. 
the overwhelming majority of the 
Gentile world was not Christian. 
’ Rabbi Goldberg is certain that 
I am not interested in the sociologi- 
eal implications of religion. I pre- 
sume that by sociological Rabbi 
Goldberg means ethical. 
but quote from my work Yesode 
Ka-Dat ha-Universalit to refute 
that groundless assertion. On p. 
20 of this work I state: “The Uni- 
versal Religion of Judaism (refer- 
rittg to the phase of Judaism which 
applies to all humanity—D.S.S.)

is anthropocentric, i.e., it places 
man in the center of things, and i3 
concerned more with this world 
and with man than with metaphysi- 
cal principles; consequent:y, the 
foundations of this religion—the 
negation of idolatry—or its posi- 
tive aspect—the belief in the Unity 
of God—must be understood more 
as ethical rather than merly as 
metaphysical postulates’. As 4 
matter of fact when I stated in my 
letter that the differences between 
Judaism and Christianity are not 
merely theological but that there 
are differences in outlook which 
stem from their divergent positions 
on the Divine Nature I meant, just 
this that there are ethical (or soci- 
o ogical, if you, prefer) differences 
between the two faiths just as well 
as theological. It may be fash- 
ionable to depreciate theology and 
metaphysics, but I for one do not 
believe there can be any ethics 
without metaphysics of some sort 
or religion without some kind of 
theology. 

In what way do Christian and 
Jewish ethics differ as a result of 
their different attitudes towards 
the Divine Nature? Space per- 
mits me to deal but briefly with 
this problem. Judaism posits an 
everlasting God who created and 
Maintains the universe. It /‘s 
man’s duty to imitate God by pre 
serving the life which He has 
created. The righteous are those 
who preserve the universe (Aboth 
5.1). Imitatio Dei (Imitation of 
God) is the ethical corollary of 
Jewish Monotheism. But God is 
perfect and infinite. Man is imper- 
fect and finite. Man must strive 
to be like God in his ethical qualit- 
ies. But because of his imperfec- 
tion man always commits acts 
which tear into the vitals of tho 
universe. Hence, the striving of 
man towards ethical perfection is 
an endless task with the goal ap- 
proximated but never reached. 
Judaism is forward-looking, pro- 
gressive, life-affirming. And ideal 
is the limitless, the En-Sof, it is re- 
stive, revolutionary, inconoclastic, 
intolerant of the forces operating 
towards the destruction of God’s 
world. 

Christianity is too deeply im- 
bedded in Judaism to be regarded 
as basically other than a monothe- 
istic faith of deep and noble pro- 
portions. But it cannot be gain- 
said that in the Christian mind Go:] 
has become identified with His in- 
carnation in Jesus of Nazareth. 
Judaism is impossible without God. 
Christianity is impossible without 
Jesus. The:Imitatio Dei of Jud- 
aism has become the _ Imitatio 
Christi of Christianity. Christian- 
ity looks back to a given time of 
human history as the acme of per: 
fections, and urges its followers io 
model their lives accordingly. 
This limitation of perfection to 2 
given moment in time upon the 
earth is essentially pagan. It ‘s

Mr. Segal knows nothing about 
that, except to say that his own 
sensibilities are not in the least 
offended by any gesture of broth- 
erhood.

Segal’s column will contain a 
piece about a Jewish chaplain in 
the South Pacific who, in the ab- 
sence of Christian clergymen, 
conducted Protestant and Catholic 
services for soldiers about to leave 
on the mysterious destiny of 
battle? What would Rabbi Shapi- 
ro do in such a case? 

Rabbi Shapiro may argue that 
Jake’s case is not the same as this 
but to Mr. Segal’s mind both inci- 
dents suggest that religious feel- 
ing, as all of the same experience 
and God, is the same for all men 
and that it’s mainly a difference 
of decorations and labels on the 
altars. 

Mr. Segal is faithful at his own 
altar but he can not think of him- 
self as a stranger at other altars.

is evident to one who will peruse 
Thomas a Kempis’ “On the Imita- 
tion of Christ.” In this standard 
Christian devotional work, an in- 
spiring work to be sure, the Pas- 
sion of Christ is made the center 
of religious ethics. Suffering and 
tribulation are consequently the 
spiritual goals to be sought by 
man. In Judaism suffering, sor- 
row, and martyrdom are instru- 
ments for the purification of indi- 
viduals and society. In Christi- 
anity pain and misery are to be 
pursued as goals in and for them- 
selves. See a Kempis, Second 
Book, Chapter Twelve: On the 
Royal Way of the Holy Cross. It 
is not a far cry from the glori- 
fication of pain to the hallowing 
of the auto da fe. If one has no 
consideration for his own life, how 
can he be considerate of others? 
(Pesahim 49b). If modern Christ- 
ianity is life-affirming it is only 
insofar as it has rejected the Imi- 
tation of Christ for the Imitation 
of God. Jesus himself, in one of 
his more Jewish moments, affirmed 
this truth when he said: Be ye 
therefore perfect, even as your 
Father which is in heaven is per- 
fect (Matthew 5.48), and when he 
said: Why callest thou me good? 
there is none good but one, that 
is, God (19.17). 

As to Al Segal’s quest for a 
definition of a Jew and his epoch- 
making discovery that to be a Jew 
means nothing more than being a 


gentleman (it may be well for 
Segal to recall that the finest type 
of gentleman in the world before 
1931-was the Japanese, whose 
cult of the amenities is unpar- 
alleled), permit me to quote the 
words of the late Prof. Schechter 
in his excellent volume Studies in 
Judaism, Vol I, pp. 149-50, words 
which I believe, are destined to 
become immortal: “Following the 
fashion of the day to esteem re- 
ligion in proportion to its ability 
to adapt itself to every possible 
and impossible metaphysical and 
social system, we are anxious to 
squeeze out of Judaism the last 
drop of faith and hope, and strive 
to make it so flexible that we can 
turn it in every direction which 
it is our pleasure to follow. But 
alas! the flexibility has progressed 
so far as to classify Judaism 
among the invertebrate species. 
the lowest order of living things. 
It strongly resembles a certain 
Christian school which addresses 
itself to the world in general and 
claims to satisfy everybody alike. 
It claims to be socialism for the 
adherents of Karl Marx and La- 
salle, worship of man for the fol- 
lowers of Comte and St. Simon; it 
carefully avoids the word “God” 
for the comfort of agnostics and 
sceptics, whilst on the other hand 
it pretends to hold sway over para- 
dise, hell, and immortality for the 
edification of believers. In such 
illusions many of our theologians 
delight. For illusions they are; 


you cannot be everything if you. 


want to be anything. . . . But both 
these motives—the good opinion of 
our neighbors, as well as our 
bodily health—have nothing to do 
with our nobler and higher senti- 
ments and degrade Judaism to a 
matter of expediency or diplomacy. 
Indeed things have advanced so far 
that well-meaning but ill-advised 
writers even think to render a 
service to Judaism by declaring it 
to be a kind of enlightened Hedon- 
ism, or rather a moderate Epicu- 
reanism.” These words first ap- 
peared in 1896. And they are well 
worth remembering. 

As for the well known rabbi who 
knelt on the grave of St. Francis 
and said a prayer there, I should 
like to ask him when TI find out 
who he is whether he also prayed 
at the tomb of the Gaon of Wilna 
or the Baal-Shem or some other 
Jewish saint. 

In closing permit me, Mr. Edi- 
tor, to thank you for your kind- 
ness in giving me so much space. 
I also wish to thank all those who 
have been so kind as to express 
sympathy with my seemingly un- 
popular point of view.

Speaks On 


Calls Me Joe 





ROU should hear a certain NBC program every 
hem morning. Its title is “They Call 
Me Joe.” It’s about G. I. Joe and where he 
came from. He came from the Irish and the 
Jews; from the Italians and the Swedes and the 
Slovaks; from the Mayflower and from the slave 
ships that brought black men over long ago. 

The other Saturday I listened to the program. 
This one was about a G. I. Joe who came from 
the Italians. 

He reminded me of a certain Joe who came 
from the Jews. I heard about him several days 
before from a friend of mine in Chicago. He 
had been to the Kaddish service they had for this 
Joe in his father’s house after word came that 
he had been killed in action. 

My friend said he was worried as to what was 
the right thing to say when he came into the 

, house. What can one say? Patriotic expres- 
sioms seem to fall like lead from the mouth when 
you attempt to use them for the consolation of 
the parents of a dead soldier. 

Could he say ‘‘you should be proud,’’ “your 
boy died for a great cause,” or “he died for a 
better world’? No! It was true that they 
should be proud and that their boy had died for 
a great cause and for a better world, he hoped, 
but it would be unbecoming for him to say these 
things. They were like counterfeit words out 
of his mouth, since he himself had no son to give. 

So he had no speech when he entered the 
house. He shook the father’s hand. He went 
to the mother in another room and to her he said 
simply, “He was a good boy.’’ 

It was awhile before sundown; the minyan 
hadn’t all assembled. There were seven men. 
They sat around. Nothing was being said. — It 
was as if God had spoken with awful finality and 
what could men say? Everybody seemed to be 
searching for an appropriate word. 

The father spoke first. Yes, he was the only 
one who seemed to have any right to speak. His 
head had been bowed down deep, his hands 
folded. Suddenly he said: “Well, we can still 
be thankful.” 

The boy had been a fine son, he said. That 
was something to thank God for. ‘When a boy 
has been a fine son his parents can’t feel any 
blame on themselves. He and his wife had done 
their best for him. They had given him a good 
education. He had been through the university. 
The father remembered the day of graduation. 
When his mother had kissed him and the boy 
said: “I thank you and father for all you did 
for me. The credit’s all yours.’”’ 

“Those were his words,”’ the father said. He 
drew a letter from his pocket. It was one of the 
last letters they had from the boy. He was in 
France. ‘ 

His father said it was still daylight and still 
plenty of time before Kaddish . . . “Still time to 
read his letter. I’ll read it to you.” 

“Dear Father and Mother: Don’t worry about 
me. I am doing all I can to take care of myself. 
I’ve been lucky and let’s hope there will be a 


of the happy times we all had together when we 
were small children. 

“Remembering that makes all this easier to 
take. It gives something to be hopeful about 
and to look forward to. 

“Memories like that help to keep me going; 
that, and thinking of you and all you’ve meant 
to me. On days when I feel down I like to go 
back to the beginning of our family in America. 

“T remember one summer when we were kids 
you took us for a drive to New York. We went 
down to the aquarium by the battery. Father 
told us that the aquarium building used to be 
called Castle Garden. It was the place where 
the immigrants landed. That was when father 
landed when he was a kid. 

“There was a deep impression on the front 
step, made by many footsteps through many 
years. Father laughed and said, ‘Look! Here 
you can see my first footprint in America, Here’s 
where I made my first step in this country.’ 

“T have always thought of that spot as the 
gate at which America welcomed us. I think of 
it now in this desolation of war in which a man 
sometimes begins to wonder what it’s all about 
and whether it’s all worth while. 

“T know it’s worth while and I understand 
what it’s all about when I remember father’s first 
footprint in America and the long, good way he 


’ was allowed to travel afterward. The epportun- 


ity he had to make his life good, to work hard 
and to earn his own way, to make a modest suc- 
cess, to bring his children up right as citizens 
who could make a full return to America for all 
it had done for us. 

“T know it’s worth while because a just and 
decent. way of life is worth risking everything 
for when a man feels grateful for the privilege 
of having been allowed to live it. 

“I understand what it’s all about because I 
feel that the American father discovered at his 
first step in this country is what the shooting is 
all about. I should feel horribly disappointed if 
it didn’t turn out to be the same America in the 
future, but even then I would say, well, I fought 
for the America that was so good to my father 
and to me and my brothers and sisters. 

“So please don’t feel sorry for my having to 
be here. The only ones to be sorry for are those 
who can’t understand what it’s all about. And 
please keep in your hearts those happy Friday 
evenings we used to have together and which 
we’ll have again, God willing.”

A Question For Jewish War Veterans? 
For at least 25 years after this war comes to an end, every major 
activity, every political step, every piece of legislation, will be in- 
fluenced by the existence of a body of eleven million or more war 


veterans. 
affairs for the past quarter of a 


Considering the influence already exerted in national 


century by the American Legion, 


with its relatively small membership, it is easy to foresee the stupend- 
ous power which will rest in the hands of the organized veterans after 


this war. 


Much depends, therefore, on the nature of the veterans’ organi- 


zations. 


If they are to be ultra-conservative, reactionary, narrowly 


nationalistic, then the trend of American affairs generally will be ‘in 


that direction. And if America 


is to have a liberal, progressive 


future, it is necessary that veteran opinion and support be behind 
it. In this respect, the banning of certain books from Army libraries, 
the restriction of magazine circulation, the curtailment of free dis- 
cussion on political and international affairs among the soldiers is 


hardly an encouraging sign. 


A similar state of affairs will exist within the Jewish community. 
The Jewish War Veterans of the United States are now engaged in 
a campaign designed to raise a quarter of a million dollar fund to be 


used for expansion. 


Their ultimate goal is the attainment of a 


membership to between 300 and 500 thousand Jewish ex-servicemen, 
organized in 3000 posts, in every city, town and village where there 
are at least ten Jews who have served in the armed forces of their 


country. 


Even if this number is only partially reached, the J. W. V. will 
thus become perhaps the most powerful Jewish organization in the 


United States. 


One may be pardoned, therefore, for inquiring into 


the nature of the use which the J. W. V. plans to make of its power. 
The recent history of the organization is somewhat conflicting, and 
one can not draw a satisfactory conclusion as to the philosophy of Jew- 


ish ife of its present leaders. 


Scholars and rabbis they certainly ar< 


not—and this fact may be to their advantage, provided they indicate 


their awareness of Jewish values. 


For aside from fighting anti-Semi- 


tism, the J. W. V. has not been distinguished by any program of posi- 


tive Jewish value. Indeed, its lack 


of constructive Jewish activity, ‘n 


educational and other fields, has been marked. 
On the other hand, the J. W. V.’s attitude toward some problems of 


Jewish life has been a healthy and progressive one. 


For example, the 


Jewish War Veterans were the originators and first prosecutors of the 
anti-Nazi boycott in this country, leading the way before any other Jew- 
ish group saw the wisdom of such a step. More recently the J. W. ‘. 
formally declared its adherence to the Zionist program, calling for the 
establishment of a Jewish Commonwea!th in Palestine. 

If the J. W. V. remains a militant organization, as militant in its 
espousal of the positive aspects of Jewish life as it is in its defense of 
the Jewish name and reputation, it will be deserving of the community 


support which it now seeks. 





GENEBAL ORDINANCE No. 53, 1944 


AN ORDINANCE establishing a certain 
passenger and/or loading zone at a 
certain place on South Capitol Ave- 
nue, in the City of Indianapolis, In- 
diana, pursuant to the provisions of 
General Ordinance No. 96-1928, as 
“amended; abolishing a certain p&s- 
senger and/or loading zone at a cer- 
tain place on Charles Street in said 
city; and fixing a time when the same 
shall take effect. 


BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COM- 
MON COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF 
INDIANAPOLIS, INDIANA: 


Section 1. That for the purpose of 
providing the owner and/or occupant 
of a certain premises fronting on South 
Capitol Avenue in the city of Indian- 
apolis, Indiana, with ingress and egress 
for passengers, materials and merchan- 
dise coming to and going from such 
premises, such owner and/or occupant 
having complied with the provisicns of 
Section 26 of General Ordinance No. 
96-1928, as amended, relative to the 
establishment of passenger and/or 
loading zones at the place hereinafter 
described, and the Board of Public 
Safety, having- caused investigation 
thereof and having recommended its 
establishment pursuant to the terms of 
said ordinance, the following passenger 
and/or loading zone be and the same 
is hereby established in the City of 
Indianapolis, Indiana, to wit: 


“18-foot ‘loading zone’ on the west 
side of Capitol Avenue starting at 
a point 182 feet north of the north 
eurb line of Georgia Street and ex- 
come north for a distance of 18 
eet.’ 


Section 2. That the hereinafter de- 
scribed passenger and/or loading zone 
heretofore established at a certain place 
on Charles Street in the City of Indi- 
anapolis, Indiana, be and the same is 
hereby abolished, to wit: 

“18-foot ‘loading zone’ starting at 

a point 25 feet soutly of the south 

curb line of East Morris Street on 

the west side of Charles Street and 

seman south for a distance of 18 

eet.” 


Section 3. That this ordinance shall 
be in full force and effect from and 
after its passage and approval by the 
Mayor.

There has appeared in several 
Anglo-Jewish weeklies the com- 
plaint against national Jewish or- 
ganizations for publishing elabor- 
ate bulletins. The feeling is that 
these organizations, although em- 
ploying highly-paid publicity 
agents to get as much of their 
news in the Anglo-Jewish press as 
possible, still go out of their way 
to compete in the new field by 
means of these house organs. 

_The Post has voiced its irrita- 
tion with national organizations 
who often send a release to the 
daily press at a time during the 
week before The Post has a 
chance to print it, but it has no 
argument with house organs. In 
fact, when urged by organizations 
to print long articles about their 
aims and history, we have ex- 
plained that the place for this mat- 
ter is a “house organ” where any- 
thing the organizations wants to 
say can be said. 

‘What is news, The Post wants 
to have, because that is the one 
commodity it sells, but here our 
paper is charged by our readers 
with being fair to all the groups 
many of whom are competing for 
the favor of the reading public. 
and to assign to the wastebasket 
boasts that cannot be substanti- 
ated or glowing descriptions of ac- 
complishments which never ma- 
terialize. 

The Anglo-Jewish paper, if it 
wants to be sold because it is in- 
teresting to read cannot clutter 
up its columns with claims to 
greatness as professed by every 
local and national group. So that 
when all the factors are consid- 
ered, it is obvious that there is no 
real competition between the bul- 
letins and the Anglo-Jewish press.

Jewish Parochial Schools Springing Up 


or some reason there seems to be a wide and 

- spontaneous springing up of Jewish Parochial 
Schools throughout the nation. Cincinnatti and 
Buffalo announced new parochial schools in the 
past several weeks, and now comes Los Angeles 
with a similar announcement. 

At first thought, these Parochial schools seem 
unnecessary and to some even dangerous, but on 
closer investigation it is seen that there is 
strong Parochial school system established practi-. 
cally thoughout the country. It would never oc- 
cur to a Jew to look askance at Notre Dame Uni- 
versity, yet Notre Dame is a sectarian school sup- 
ported by the Catholic Church. Many other de- 
nominations too teach their own religion in their 
own privately supported schools. 


There are those who feel that a Jewish paroch- 
ial school is an unnecessary segregation. The 
statement announcing the Los Angeles school, 
says: “The purpose of Parochial schools by Catho.. 
lics, Seventh Day Adventists and other denomin- 
ations, is to have the youth study the genera! 
secular education in a religious spirit and en- 
vironment, and also to teach religion on as a sub- 
ject.” 


We live in a democracy, and those Jewish 
groups who wish to support a Jewish parochial 
school have a perfect right to do so. If there 
is enough demand, the group can with all pre 
priety ask the Jewish community as such to heip 
support the school. 


U. S. Jewry to Blame, But Has Some Excuses 


r. verdict of Jewish history will unquestion- 

ably fall against American Jewry for failure 
to arouse itself enough to see that something was 
done in the case of European Jewry before it be- 
came too late, but on the other side of the scaies 
must be placed the fact thtat U. S. Jewry was be- 
wildered by a conflicting mass‘of misinformation 
and exaggerations to the extent that it did not 
know what to believe. 


A total of 2,000,000 Polish Jews were destroy- 


ed months ago, yet figures released as late as 
this past week, are far under that mark. Entire 
Jewish communities are wiped out on the spot, or 
all the inhabitations deported, only to have these 
same communities issue appeals for help months 
later. 


The U. S. Jew in the first place was just as 
loath as his non-Jewish neighbor to beileve 
the atrocity stories. But then when fully arous- 
ed, he still has a feeling that somehow what has 
happened couldn’t have happened. 

The blame rests in part on the disunity among 
the national Jewish leadership. Conflicting fig- 
ures were issued by any and sundry national Jew- 
ish organizations. Here too, however, the dif- 
ficulties under which any reliable information 
could be gotten out of Hitler Europe must ve 
realized. 

Yet there never could have been any question 
about the fact of extermination or the magnitude 
of the diabolical Nazi scheme, so that while there 
may be some extenuating circumstances, U. S. 
Jewry will not escape the true verdict of history.

Choice of Cherniakhovsky to Be First to In- 
vade German Territory More Than Coincidence, 
Indianapolis News Says—The first general to 
invade German territory is a Jew—and a Rus- 
sian. Sureiy every civilized person and every 
lover of freedom will cheer this symbolic retri- 
bution that has befallen Adolf Hitler. Hitler 
end his gang can make little propaganda use 
fur their ends of this invasion of East Prussia 
by General Ivan Cheriakhovsky. Hitler and his 
vicious thugs can do nothing more to the Jews 
than they have already done. 

It seems fairly clear that the choice of Cher- 
niakhovsky to be the man to be “the first” was 
mcre than coincidence. He had a brilliant role 
in southern Russia and his troops proved them- 
selves magnificent fighters.

Germany beginning as far back as 1933 was 
encugh to sicken every normal human being. 

The other religions were to discover later that 
Adolf Hitler meant to be just as depraved to- 
ward ali faiths—that he was indeed the arch 
enemy of Christianity. 

It is perfectly fitting that the first fighting 
trcops to storm German soil were led by one of 
the faith that Hitler has despised so, by one of 
the faith which has been all but wiped out in 
central Europe.
